est diseases known to man; the 
joints In the oldest skeletons ever 
found 
have 
shown 
rheumatic 


changes In and about the joints. 


However there are different de- 


grees of rheumatism from, 
the 


slight pain in a joint to the se- 
vere 
pain 
and 
crippling 
that 


keeps the patient always in bed. 
And just as there are different 
degrees or stages in tuberculosis, 
heart disease, kidnej, liver, gall 
bladder and other diseases, BO 
are there various degrees of, rheu- 
matism. 


It Is therefore helpful to pa- 


tients, the families of patients, 
and to the physician also to have 
a table showing the degree, or 
stage of the rheumatic condition. 


Dr. 
Douglas -Taylor, 
McGill 


University, in the Canadian Med- 
ical Association Journal gives the 
following table showing the four 
degrees of chronic arthritis or 
rheumatism. 
The 
table 
shows 


(a) the degree or stage as shown 
by the Xray examination, and (b) 
the symptoms as seen by the phy- 
sician and complained of by the 
patient. 


The Xray findings are- 
1st Degree or Stage:—Soft tis- 


sue changes, swelling Inside and 
outside the joint, some loss of 
calcium or lime with a little extra 
bone formation at edge of bones 
forming the joint (lipping). 


2nd Degree or Stage-—Joint 


space definitely altered:—loss of 
cartilage or bone substance, some 
loss of lime, further changes in 
soft tissues, swelling of the cap- 
sule covering the joint with a 
wasting of the tissue adjoining 
the capsule, definite little bony 
lumps or spur formations. 


3rd Degree or Stage:—Destruc- 


tion of joints; deformities, stif- 
fening of joints (loss of motion 
la joint). 


4th Degree or Stage:—Extreme 


widespread joint changes; fur- 
ther destruction, and growing to- 
gether of ends of bones forming 
the joints.

The "sjmptoms" In the 
four 


stages nro- — 


1st Degree-—Slight sjmptoms: 


pains or aches: discomfort; mav 
be stiffness and swelling; patient 
active. 


2nd Degree:—Moderate S}mp- 


toms. 
pain, stiffness, 
creaking 


(crepitus); lessened movement in 
joint; patient getting about to 
some extent. 


3rd 
Degree:—Severe 
symp- 


toms: deformity; lessened move- 
ment; patient unable to com- 
pletely look after himself; may 
be able to walk with difficulty. 


4th Degree:—Although 
there 


may be actual pam the patient is 
helplessly crippled, usually bed- 
ridden. 


Dr. Taylor states further that 


it is unfortunate that those in the 
third and fourth stages did not 
receive the necessary treatment 
earlier as much of the crippling 
could have been presented if more 
institutions 
were 
equipped 
to 


treat these cases.

"Murder in the Old Red Barn" 
served American audiences—as an 
opportunity to laugh at outmoded 
theatrical fashions. 


Mr. Middleton was the villain of 


this magniloquent opus, and audi- 
ences for months took delight in 
reviving the old British custom of 
hissing the villain. The actor, on 
his side, took such delight in being 
hissed at so enthusiastically that it 
became a joke among his friends 
and also with a good many stran- 
gers who recognized mm and 
hissed wherever they saw him, off 
stage and on. In time he grew to 
expect every group he encoun- 
tered in subways, on buses, in res- 
taurants to break out into a chorus 
of sibilant sounds.
